To  the  CHAIRMAN  and  MEMBERS 

of  the  EBBW  VALE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1951.  It  is  made  in  accordance 
with  the  memorandum  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Tlie  area  of  the  Ebbw  Vale  Urban  District  is  6,817  acres,  with  an  estimated  population 
of  28,760  which  is  tlie  population  given  by  the  Registrar-General  for  calculating  birth  and 
death  rates.  A census  taken  in  April  1951  showed  the  population  to  be  29,205. 

'I  he  returns  of  liirths  and  deaths  as  given  by  the  Registrar-General  will  be  used 
for  calcuh  ting  puriioses.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  figures  do  not  quite  correspond  with 
those  of  the  local  weekly  returns. 
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Births. 


During  1951  the  total  number  of  births  registered  in  this  area  was  477 — 231  males, 
and  246  females  ; two  males  being  illegitimate.  Of  this  number  however,  35  males  and 
64  females  were  born  to  persons  who  are  not  normally  resident  within  the  area,  thus  leaving 
a total  of  358 — 176  males,  and  182  females. 

The  figures  as  returned  by  the  Registrar-General  were  212  males  and  225  females 
(5  males  and  7 females  being  illegitimate)  thus  making  a total  of  437  or  79  more  than  the 
local  returns. 


The  general  birth  rate  per  1,000  inhabitants  is  15.19  as  against  16.51  for  1950,  and 
15.5  for  England  and  Wales.  In  1951  the  male  birth  rate  was  7.37,  the  female  being  7.82  per 
thousand,  whilst  in  1950  these  rates  were  8.31  and  8.20  respectively. 


In  the  following  table  the  number  of  births,  and  birth  rates  per  1 ,000  of  the  population 
for  the  past  five  years  are  compared  with  those  for  the  County  of  Monmouth,  and  for  England 
and  Wales.

Local  Returns 
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Deaths. 


The  total  rumber  of  Deaths  as  returned  by  the  Registrar-General  was  384  —21 1 males, 
and  173  females. 

The  weekly  returns  of  deaths  as  submitted  by  the  local  Registrar  showed  that  the 
total  number  of  deaths  which  actually  occurred  in  this  area  during  the  year  was  357,  but  of 
this  number  18  were  people  normally  resident  elsewhere.  The  number  of  “ residents  ” there- 
fore who  died  within  the  area  was  339 — 189  males,  and  150  females.  Inward  transferable 
deaths  as  returned  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  totalled  45,  thus  the  total  number  of  deaths 
from  all  causes  as  related  to  this  area  was  384 — 210  males,  and  174  females. 

The  general  death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  13.35  ; 7.34  males,  and 
6.01  females,  while  for  England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  12.50. 

In  the  following  table  rates  per  thousand  of  the  population  for  the  past  five  years 
are  compared  with  those  for  the  County  of  Monmouth,  and  for  England  and  Wales.

There  were  17  deaths  amongst  infants  under  one  year,  and  the  general  total  from 
all  causes  was  384  so  that  4.43  per  cent  of  the  deaths  of  the  population  occurred  in  children 
under  1 year. 

According  to  the  returns  of  the  Registrar-General  there  were  437  births  during 
the  year  ; 425  legitimate,  out  of  which  number  16  died,  and  12  illegitimate  with  one  death. 

The  number  of  births  notified  by  the  local  registrar  was  358  out  of  which  number 
two  were  illegitimate.  There  were  seventeen  deaths.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  provided  free  of  cost  either  at  the  infant  welfare 
centres,  at  the  surgeries  of  the  family  doctors,  or  at  this  office. 

During  the  year  245  children  were  immunised  and  of  this  number  233  were  under 
five  years  of  age.  I'orty-seven  children  who  were  primarily  immunised  in  infancy  received 
re-inforcing  doses. 

Although  the  number  of  children  who  received  this  protection  during  the  year  was 
slightly  more  than  last  year,  the  figures  are  still  low  enough  to  indicate  a degree  of  complacency, 
particularly  among  parents  of  infants  under  five  years  of  age.  It  is  therefore  being  continually 
emphasised  to  parents  that  the  remarkable  decline  in  the  incidence  and  mortality  of  diphtheria 
can  only  be  maintained  if  their  children,  particularly  those  in  their  first  year  of  life,  are  given 
this  protection. 

Another  factor  which  must  of  course  be  borne  in  mind  when  considering  the  reduced 
numbers  of  children  immunised,  is  the  recognised  association  between  immunisation  and 
poliomyelitis — an  association  which  must  create  a great  deal  of  apprehension  among  parents. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  in  this  area  during  the  year.

Only  one  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year.  The  origin  and 
preparation  of  food  which  caused  the  illness  was  not  discovered,  but  the  agent  was  established 
as  Salmonella  Typhi-murium.  For  treatment  the  case  was  removed  to  the  Ashvale  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Tredegar. 


Tuberculosis.

Mass  Radiography. 

This  work  is  carried  out  in  Wales  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  of  the  Welsh 
Regional  Hospital  Board.

Home  nursing  facilities  are  available  to  all  necessitous  cases,  and  employed  in  this  respect 
are  five  district  nurses  with  one  relief  nurse,  all  working  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Spencer. 


Hospitals. 

There  are  two  hospitals  in  the  district — The  Ebbw  Vale  Hospital,  where  both  medical 
and  surgical  cases  are  treated,  and  the  Rookery  Maternity  Hospital.  All  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  sent  to  Isolation  Hospitals  outside  the  area. 


Ambulance  Services. 

The  ambulance  services  are  controlled  by  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council  with 
the  control  centre  at  Caerleon.  The  local  depot  is  situated  at  the  Council  Yard,  Ebbw  Vale. 


Domestic  Help  Service. 

The  establishment  of  the  Home  Help  Service  as  at  December  31st.,  was  three 
full-time,  and  30  part-time  Home  Helps.  During  the  year  131  cases  received  assistance, 
and  of  this  number  eight  were  maternity  cases,  four  were  cases  of  tuberculosis,  and  the  re- 
maining 119  were  either  aged  persons,  or  chronic  sick  cases. 


Medical  Appliances  Scheme. 

The  Monmouthshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  provision  of  appliances 
issued  under  this  scheme,  but  the  depots  are  staffed  on  a voluntary  basis  by  members  of  the 
St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Association.  Articles  supplied 

under  the  scheme  include  air-beds,  air-rings,  bed-pans,  urinals,  crutches,  and  invalid  folding 
chairs,  etc. 


Laboratory  Services. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council 
for  the  Ministry  of  Health.  There  are  no  facilities  for  this  type  of  work  within  the  district, 
so  all  specimens  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  examination  are  sent  to  the  laboratory 
at  the  County  Hall,  Newport.

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  Section  which  provides  for  the  removal 
to  suitable  premises  of  persons  who —

itated are  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and 

{h)  are  unable  to  devote  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper 
care  and  attention. 


Public  Cleansing. 

Public  cleansing  during  the  year  was  maintained  at  a high  standard  and  som.e  areas 
received  a daily  collection  of  refuse,  the  remainder  having  a collection  three  times  a week. 
A considerable  amount  was  realised  on  the  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage. 

The  employment  of  a mechanical  gully  cleanser  ensured  that  all  gullies  in  the  area 
were  regularly  cleans  2d.  The  vehicle  was  maintained  in  constant  use  throughout  the  year. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Further  progress  on  the  erection  of  new  public  conveniences  was  maintained  during 
the  year.  Two  more  conveniences  were  completed,  one  at  the  Ebbw  Vale  cemetery,  and  the 
other  at  Waunlwyd.  It  is  hoped  that  further  structures  will  be  commenced  shortly.

Housing  Conditions. 

During  1951  there  was  a decided  improvement  in  the  number  of  houses  completed 
as  compared  with  1950.  A total  of  100  houses  and  flats  were  completed  and  occupied  whereas 
only  62  were  completed  during  the  previous  year.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  ensure 
that  this  progress  is  maintained.  It  does  appear  however,  that  in  this  area  nothing  is  to  be 
gained  by  the  erection  of  permanent  pre-fabricated  houses  as  the  traditional  houses  are  being 
completed  just  as  quickly.

All  meat  coming  into 
the  area  is  killed  at  the  central  slaughterhouse  at  Tredegar. 

During  the  year  nineteen  pigs  were  killed  by  cottagers  and  notification  given  to 
this  Authority  in  order  that  inspection  of  the  carcases  could  be  carried  out. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

The  various  food  premises  in  the  area  were  frequently  visited  and  it  was  found  necessary 
to  serve  only  three  notices  under  Section  13  of  the  above  Act.

Public  Houses. 

Constant  supervision  was  maintained  over  the  public  houses  and  clubs  in  the  area, 
and  in  only  two  cases  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  action  to  have  defects  remedied.  These 
were  complied  with  without  recourse  to  legal  proceedings.

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milk  shops. 

There  are  only  four  small  producers  in  the  area,  and  the  amount  of  raw  milk  sold 
is  very  small  in  comparison  with  the  total  consumption.  The  bulk  of  the  milk  sold  is 
pasteurised,  heat-treated,  or  tuberculin-tested  pasteurised,  all  of  which  is  sold  bottled. 

There  are  twenty-five  milk  retailers  in  the  area  and  of  these  twenty-one  sell  bottled 
milk,  the  remainder  selling  a small  proportion  of  raw  milk  together  with  bottled  treated  milk. 

During  the  year  regular  inspections  were  made  of  all  dairies,  and  in  no  case  was 
it  found  necessary  to  take  action. 

113  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  of  these  22  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory.

All  factories  and  workplaces  in  the  area  were  regularly  visited  during  the  year  and  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  was  maintained.

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Water  Supply. 


The  area  is  supplied  with  water  from  two  reservoirs  which  are  both  situated  on  the 
Llangynidir  Moors.  The  water  is  conveyed  to  the  town  by  means  of  cast  iron  gravitated 
mains,  and  as  the  use  of  lead  pipes  has  been  almost  entirely  superceded  by  galvanised  iron, 
the  risk  of  contamination  by  lead  has  been  reduced  to  a minimum.  The  supply  on  the  whole 
is  adequate  and  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  work  was  continued  on  the  provision  of  extra  filters  at  both  the 
reservoirs  to  supplement  the  existing  filter  beds  which  during  some  periods  are  over-worked 
due  to  the  high  peat  content  of  the  raw  water. 

The  number  of  houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses  was 
7,015,  and  so  approximately  28,740  of  the  population  were  thus  served. 

Samples  of  both  raw  and  treated  water  were  taken  from  the  reservoirs  and  various 
springs  in  the  area,  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Newport  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Results  of  the  samples  taken  during  the  year  are  tabulated  below.

Further  satisfactory  progress  was  maintained  on  the  conversion  of  the  remaining 
earth  closets  to  water  closets.  During  the  year  a further  sixteen  were  converted.  Work 
has  also  been  commenced  on  twenty-three  other  conversions,  and  a further  ten  will  be  dealt 
with  early  in  1952  under  demolition  orders.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  district  is  drained  and  sewered  on  the  partially  seperate  system  which 
is  connected  to  the  Western  Valley  Main  Trunk  Sewer  with  a sea  outfall  near  Newport.  The 
trunk  sewer  commences  at  the  north  end  of  the  area  and  follows  the  line  of  the  river  through 
the  valley. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  following  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Each 
case  of  tuberculosis  notified  was  visited,  and  a report  upon  environmental  conditions,  etc., 
forwarded  to  the  tuberculosis  physician  for  the  area,  and  to  the  County  Medical  Officer.
